MULTIPLE-PORT FUEL-INJECTED 
4.9L SIX AND 5.0L V-8 ENGINES 


The standard engine in all Econoline models is 
the 4.9L I-6. This powerplant has for man 
years been the biggest Six in its class. je ie 
its equipped with multiple-port electronic fuel 
injection, making it even more powerful with 
increased horsepower and torque over the 
previous carbureted engine’* 


Multiple-port electronic fuel injection not only 
increases performance, but also distributes fuel 
more efficiently to the combustion chambers, 
provides smoother running and easier starting 
in all weather conditions. 


The 5.0L V-8, optional in E-150 and E-250, is 
the most powerful small V-8 available in a full- 
size cargo van. The multiple-port electronically 
fuel-injected 5.0L is teamed with Ford's 
Automatic Overdrive transmission (AOD). In 
overdrive 4th gear, torque is transmitted by way 
of direct (100%) mechanical linkup, eliminating

power-wasting hydraulic slippage. At highway 
speeds, engine rpm are reduced by one-third, a 
fuel-saving feature. 


POWERFUL 5.8L AND 7.5L V-8's 


In Econoline you have a choice of two gas V-8's 
larger than the 5.0L EFI if you need additional 
performance for applications such as towing 
the heavier Class lV boats or trailers. 

The 5.8L V-8 is a high-output (HO) engine with 
4-barrel carburetor. It allows for a 13,500-lb. 
gross combination weight rating (GCWR) for 
trailer towing with the 4.10 rear axle ratio. 


Should you need even more power for towing 
the big Class IV trailers, there's the high-cube 
7.5L HO V-8 which allows for a GCWR of 
18,500 Ibs. and a gross trailer weight rating 

of 10,000 Ibs. The 7.5L, optional in the 

E-350 model, is the biggest V-8 available in 

a light truck. 


6.9L “TRUE DIESEL” PERFORMANCE 


The largest and most powerful diesel engine 

in full-size vans is available in the E-350 
Econoline. The 6.9L V-8 is a true diesel, nota 
converted gas engine. Like the 7.5L gas engine, 
the 6.9L diesel can deliver the muscle for towing 
trailers in the Class IV size range. It allows for a 
14,000-lb. GCWR and a gross trailer weight 
rating of 8,400 pounds.
